One—Possession by Japan of the 
rights, interests and holdings which 
Germany enjoyed in the province of 
Shantung prior to the war. 

Two—Non-allenation by China of 
any part of its coast to a third 
power. 

Three—Exclusive construction by 
Japan of a railroad in Shantung. 

Four—Extension of the leases of 
Port Arthur and Daliren and rail- 
road concessions to ninety-nine 
vears, exclusive rights, commercial, 
industrial. mining. etc., to Japanese 
subjects in Manchuria, agreement 
by China not to make loans relat- 
ing to Manchuria without Japan's 
consent and employment by China 
of Japanese advisers in Manchuria, 
etc. 

Japan's interests were extended 
by the negotiations to the Yanetge- 
Kiang Valley, where they conflicted 
with those of Great Britain. In-

Detailed reports from the German 
side of the great battle continue as 
sparse and brief as those from the 
other side appear numerous and 
voluminous in comparison. The en- 
tire press is printing the French 
and English official reports, which 
give considerably more information 
than the detailless German report, 
also excerpts from correspondents’ 
dispatches with the Anglo-French 
armies. 

So far the German public hag had 
its chief information and its pic- 
tured episodes of the battle scenes 
from the other side, rather than 
from its own. The German General 
Staff up to the present moment has 
shown no disposition to lift the veil, 
and has been characteristically in- 
different to public opinion sebroad.

These were the times when the 
sinister hypothesis prowled about 
Whitehall and glared in at prosaic 
family windows on Downi street 
and when it was felt that in the turn 
of a diplomatic phrase or of a par- 
liamentary answer there might Le 
the difference between peace- and 
war, between the nineteenth, twen- 
tieth century world which we 
thought safe and sure and e sort 
of life they used to live in the stone 
age. But however near we may 
have come to the cataclysm, diplo- 
matic language continued to flow and 
even the most attentive eye could 
hardly comprehend where the real 
intention lay or what it was. 

One wonders how people live 
tranquilly on the slope of a vol- 
cano which in past ages has swal- 
lowed villages and devastated flelds. 
The explanation is simple. They 
have heard it rumble and seen it 
smoke often without anything se- 
rious happening. There have even 
been eruptions spectacular enough 
to get into the newspapers and 
no one has been hurt. 

The period immediately before 
the explosion was the calmest and 
most hopeful we had known for 
years. After Agadir the policy of 
Germany toward Great Britain was 
not only correct but considerate. 
All through the tangles of the Bal- 
kan conferences British and German 
diplomacy labored in harmony. The 
distrust which had grown up in 
the Foreign Office became sensibly 
modified. Some, at least those who 
were accustomed to utter warnings, 
began to feel the need of revising 
their judgment. 

The personalities who expressed 
the foreign policy of Germany 
seemed for the first time to be men 
with whom we could really talk and 
with whom common action was 
sible. The peaceful solution of the 
Balkan difficulties resulted in a 
tremendous feeling of confidence. 
For months we had negotiated the 
most difficult questions on the brink 
of a rupture, and no rupture had 


proach of the great war and de- 
termined to prevent it but at the 
same time the sinister hypothesis 
Was continually present in their 
thoughts and was repeatedly brought 
to the attention of the ministers by 
disquieting incidents and tendencies.

IN SIGHT FOR TROOPS. 


Citizens on Frontier Believe Mexican Affairs are Long 
Way from Being Settled and Declare the United States 
Must Eventually go In—Another Anglo-Saxon Migra- 
tion About to Begin, Says J udge O’ Connor. | | 


ALES, July 8.—Overcoats 
and winter gloves have ar- 
rived to be issued to the Cal- 

ifornia militia in camp here. Sib- 
ley stoves for heating the tents 
have already been issued. This does 
not appear to indicate that the mi- 
litia are likely to pull up stakes 
here very soon. 

As a matter: of fact. a terrible

Although it seems as peaceful as 
the grave, the border people are 
not satisfied that the dove will con- 
tinue to roost. There have been 
very alarming conditions at this 
point of the line. Within two weeks 
the business men of the town have 
been patrolling the streets of No- 
gales by night with sawed-off shot 
guns. 

Even now the regulars maintain

ery few days there are sporadic 
disturbances. A couple of days 
ago the Sheriff of the county took 
a company of Arizona rangers out 
after some stolen stock and narrow- 
ly escaped a battle with a patrol 
of Mexican cavalry. 

CATTLE MAN’S ESCAPE. 

Day before yesterday a young 
Arizona cattle man volunteered to 
go across the line to get informa- 
tion for Col. Sage, in command of 
the district. Only the fact that he 
was mounted on a very fast saddle 
horse saved him from being shot 
He was pursued by eight or ten 
Mexican troopers. Whenever they 
got very close to him the cowman 
wguld throw himself off his horse 
in a gully and shoot until they re- 
treated to a safe distance. Then 
he would jump back on his horse 
and beat it as fast as the mount 
could travel. Thus he finally es- 
caped across the line.

no longer can remain in them.

occurs without loss, 
but the men in their haste have time 
only to grab their guns and  cart- 
ridge cases, leaving their haversacks, 
which they never see again. A little 
later I send a man to the left wing 
with an order. He returns quickly; 
it is impossible to get through. 

“I ga and look at the situation my- 
self. It looks hopeless. As far as the 
eye can see, one mine crater bor- 
dering on another, each seven feet 
deep, between them the earth thrown 
up high. Boards, lumber, post fac- 
ings and reinforcements of the 
trenches torn out and scattered 
everywhere, mixed with them por- 
tions of the barbed wire entangle- 
ments. It’s a wild chaos. 

“There was our work of months. 
That was what was left of the rigor- 
ous order and cleanliness of our 
trenches, where even a piece of 
paper or a cigarette stub did not 
dare be thrown. In a few minutes 
nine months work has been destroyed 
and obliterated. 

“T call for volunteers to carry or- 
ders to the left wing. Several step 
out. I select one. He geturns in 
helf an hour with comparatively 


‘| good news. He found the groups of 


the left wing safe in an undestroyed 
bomb proof, but seven yards of in-| 
tervening trenches leveled. United 
leading and direction of my men is 
now impossible. I send niy best non- 
commissioned officer to take charge 
of the left wing. i 

“During all this time there isn 
incessant crash and roar with gey- 
sers of dirt shooting over an acre, 
of aerial torpedoes and the heavi- 
est caliber shelis.4 Every few min- 
utes the scene is repeated of an 
observer on the bomb proof plune- 
ing down the steps, reporting the 
coming of another mine. The air is 
full of their crash, roar, concussion 
and shock. Between them is audible 
the distant ‘tromeling’ (drum-fire) 
of distant guns. 

“Now a volunteer stumbles in 
my bomb. proof, crying, breathless, 
his face distorted by terror. In 
gasps he finally reports that 
bomb proof of my trench patro 
has been crushed in. He had man- 
aged to work his way out, but the 
other eight men were under the 
logs and dirt. I immediately send 
men «with spades to dig thém out. 
The second platoon does the same. 

“Now comes news fram the com- 
pany chief that the leader of the 
first platoon is missing. Communi- 
cations and connectio between 
the different platoons are destroyed. 
The cémmunication and approach 
trenches in the rear are under such 
heavy ‘ire that it is impossible to get 
through. Orderlies sent out by the 
company commander to re-establish 
connections, return after hours with- 
out having been abje to establish 
contact again. — 

“This was not done until nightfall, 
when the first platoon leader was 
also rescued. He had been covered 
up by a dirt geyser thrown by a 
torpedo. He was comparatively un- 
injured.”

gone and from all knowledge I can 
gather, neither the French govern- 
ment nor our own government 
thought it worth while to determine 
the character of the rock and sub- 
soil througlf which the canal w 
constructed. 

A little more than 400 years ago, 
Balboa climbed the mountain renge 
at the Isthmus of Panama and. be- 
held the great Pacific Ocean. Al- 
most immediately the idea of con- 
structing a waterway across the 
Isthmus of Panama was conceived. 
Since that time every generation 
has looked into the feasibility of a 
canal at Panama, but from Balboa 
to Goethals. no one ever made a 
comprehensive test of the forma- 
tions below the surface, either by 
boring or shaft sinking, which 
should have been made at least 500 
feet beneath the water level, that 
they might know what foundation 
the canal bed would rest upon. 
When a business biock. a railroad 
or a great bridge is to be construct- 
ed, the first thing that the owner 
or contractor does is to learn all 
about the ground on which it is to 
stand. The contractor, as well as 
the owner. desires to know the char- 
ecter of the soil or rock. that he may 


At the risk of the disapproval of 
many eminent engineers who are 
familiar with the conditions, I dis- 
agree with those who believe that, 
when the 8,000,000 cubic yards of 
material mentioned are removed 
from the banks, and the weight tak- 
en off, the question is golved. It 
will make but little, if any differ- 
ence in the filling of the Culebra 
Cut from the bottom, and I ven- 
ture the prediction now, that after 
the banks are so lowered and the 
amount of dirt above mentioned has 
been removed and the dredges have 
finished their work and have been 
taken from the cut, there will be a 
repetition of the filling from the 
bottom and sides within ninety days. 
Islands of mud and eruptive rock 
will again begin to appear above the 
surface of the water just as they 
appeared when they so effectively 
closed the canal some months ago. 

Let us suppose, for a minute, that 
I am correct in this prediction. 
What is then to be done? Must the 
canal, whict: involved so much 
bor and expense, and which means 
SO much, not only to the American 
people, but to the convenience of 
the world, be abandoned as useless?

scraper than did the government of 
the United States in 4etermining 
the character of the soil or rock 
beneath the channel of the Panama 
Canal. If corporations or private 
individuals prosecuted their work 
in this manner there would be more 
failures than there now are. Per- 
sonally, I .think that the first mil- 
lion dollars shoujd have been spent 
on a thorough test of the forma- 
tion, at least to a depth of 500 feet 
below the channel, the same to mark 
the first page of the great under- 
taking, and I firmly believe that a 
similar test, in a lesser degree, say 
to a depth of 500 feet, will yet have 
to be made in and across that par- 
ticular section of the Culebra cut. 
That is, of course, providing the 
present theory of the engineers fails 
an dthe removal of the weight from 
the banks fails to remedy conditions 
at the canal. Time and expense 
now being incurred should prove 
to the public that subterranean pres- 
sures d gases are, to a large de- 
gree, Causing the trouble. This 
should be determined within a 
short space of time, say the first 
of the coming year. 

FAULT PLANE CUTS ACROSS 

CANAL, 

To a practical geologist, a great 
break in the formation at the place 
of the greatest disturbance is vis- 
ible, crossing the canal itself almost 
at right angles. This break should 
be carefully tested and followed and 
absolutely located at its source. 
which may be some five or six miles 
away, and there relieved of its con- 
stantly accumulating gas . pressure, 
which is now forcing its way and} 
earrying .with it great quantities 
of eruptive material to the place of 
least resistance—namely, into the 
bottom of the canal at the Culebra 
cut. A trained, experienced and 
practical mining engineer, who has 
encountered such difficulties on a 
smaller scale, should be able to fol- 
low the rocky signs so potent with 
meaning to the trained eye, which 
would enable him to follow’ the 
course of this fault plane with cer- 
tainty. Drilling along the course of 
this fault, I believe, would establish 
the fact that this break in_ the 
earth’s crust !s filled with porphyry. 
eruptive material and soft clay, sim-

Drili- 
ing, I believe, also would determine 
whether or not there was gas along 
the fault. 

GAS ESCAPES AT WEAKEST 

3 BPOINT. 

Let us admit for the moment that 
my judgment is correct. It is not 
unreasonable to suppose that, if gas 
was confined in subterranean cav- 
erns or old and extinct craters it 
would seek to escape at a point 
where the resistance was the least. 
If the channel was open and the 
material soft, it would not cause a 
tremendous upheaval if it could es- 
cape along the crack in the earth's 
crust, loosely filled with clay and 
eruptive rock. The presence of this 
crack or break indicates a previous 
eruption of confined gases. Now the 
great Culebra Cut, made in digging 
the canal, must havd further re- 
duced the resistance offered to the 
gas struggling to escape, so that it 
would seem not altogether unrea- 
sonable to inquire whether or not 
the so-called slides at this point were 
not in reality caused by earth 
waves, sympathetic seismic disturb- 
ances, due wholly to the presence 
of the gas beneath the bottom of the 
canal at this point. When 
movements came, the banks of the 
canal shook—a great deal of stone 
and earth, it is true, slid into the 
canal, but the greater part of the 
trouble was due to the earth in the 


bottom of the canal rising up to the 


surface of the water and filling the 
canal and forming islands amid- 
stream. 

The theory of the canal engineers 
ig that beneath the rock through 
which the canal is cut there is a sub- 
stratum of mud and soft,earth. The 
weight of the rock and earth on 
either side of the canal, resting on 
this soft layer of mud, causes it to 
ooze into the canal, and thus pro- 
duces the greater part of the trou- 
ble. Their remedy for this is to re- 
duce the weight on top of the mud, 
that is, cut down the banks on either 
side to almost water level for some 
distance back, until an “angle of 


“lrepose” is reached. 


Tt is with this hope that the engi- 
neers are how removing an immense 
amount of earth and rock from the 
Culebra banks. In support of this 
theory, the engineers call attention 
to the fact that at a point itn the 
canal where a smaller disturbance 
occurred the banks were cut down 
and there was no repetition of the 
trouble, thus constituting a strong 
presumption that the proper cure 
for the so-called slides had been 
found. However, there is ground for 
the conclusion that the reason the 
smaller movement stopped was be- 
cause the larger movement at Cule- 
bra had begun. The gas, escaping 
easily at Culebra, ceased to go into 
the other plane and cause eruptions 
there. Suppose a broken water pipe 
in a house is flooding the bathroom. 
If the water main, with which the 
water pipe is connected, at some 
point beyond the house be severed, 
the water will discharge at the point 
of the break in the main and cease 
to flow in the bathroom. It will not 
mean that the leak in the water pipe 
has been repaired, but that the wa- 
ter has found another and larger 
opening through which to escape. 
Once it is established that the gas 
beneath the canal bottom causes the 
islands of mud and rock and mate- 
rial to rise to the surface, the rem- 
edy of course would He in finding 
some other way. or place for those 
gases to escape.

CARDINAL IMPORTANCE. 


The point is of cardinal impor- 
tance because, I repeat, we cannot 
be too clear about the Belgian ques- 
tion. Our position is that until the 
present military basis of interna- 
tional relations is underpinned by a 
basis of supernationa) law, Belgium 
must be independent of Germany. 
The German position is that Belgium 
must be independent of ¥France and 
Britain. What both belligerents re- 
ally mean is that Belgium, though 
nominally independent of'them, and 
indeed really so in peace, must in 
war side with one or the other of 
them; and naturally each desires the 
power of compelling her to sfde with 
it against the other. Now if this 
difference is to bé settled by the bel- 
ligerents only, it must be settled by 
blood and iron and not by Christ- 
mas cards and governesses lectures. 
Germany being in possession of Bel- 


say. with Wagner's dragon, “Ich liege 
und besitze,”” Britain must drive 
Germany out by fighting her or 
starving her. And Germany must 
hold Belgium tooth and nail against 
us to the utmost effort short of sui- 
cide zhe is.capable of. 
There is, however, a possible al- 
ternative. If the so-called neutral 
countries were to step in for the 
sake of putting an end to the intol- 
erable situation that will arise (if 
it has not already arisen) from the | 
establishment of a deadlock on the 
western front in which, though both 
sides may keep feeding in- fresh 
Grafts of men to be slaughtered 
every year, neither can shift the 
other, and were to make Belgium 
really independent both of Britain, 
France and Germany by themselves 
combining to guarantee her soll 
against invasion, the  belligerents 
would eagerly accept the guarantee 
the moment they became convinced 
that they were engaged in a Kil- 
kenny cat fight; for both sides 
would claim to have achieved the 
independence of Belgium by a 
chivalrous feat of arms. 
FROM AMERICA, 
e initiative in such an interven- 
tion should come from America. A 
‘Month ago Britain had bright hopes 
of America coming in on her side. 
Those hopes have: been shot away 
by Gen. Maxwell in Ireland for the 
present; and in spite of the powerful 
war interests which exist in Amer- 
ica, and which were revealed to 
London by well-circulated re; orts of 
the action of Mr. Tavenner in Con- 
gress last December, Londo. and 
Washington are now back at the 
point reached in 1914, when TI ap- 
pealed through the press to Presi- 
dent Wilson to come to the rescue 
of Belgium, and incidentaliy of the 
peace and order of Europe, by in- 
-terfering on her behalf in the name 
of outraged humanity, without wait-: 
ing for any specifically American 
grievance or leaning to elther the 
British or the German side. 
Now that the Lusitania case is set- 
tled the United States are again in 
the strong moral position of having 
mo axe of her own to. grind nor 
wrongs of her own to avenge. And 
I still believe that she must settle 
the Belgian question by moral force 
if neither the Orient nor the Ger- 
mans can settle it by force of arms. 
Indeed she ought to settle it anyhow 
in the interests of civilization; but 
as things are § must not pretend that 
the belligere would unanimously 
welcome her interference if either 
saw its way to a victory that it could 
afford. The Imperlal Chancellor is 
right when he says that there can 
be no status quo ante; but the sub-| 
atitution of a guarantee of Belgium 
by the comparatively disinterested 
powers for thé present guarantee by 
powers who guarantee her only to 
hawe a erin on her throat, would 
not be the status quo ante; and an 
acceptance of it would be a 'conces- 
sion to the public opinion of the 
civilized world and not to the threats 
of a foeinarms. Sir Edward Grey's) 
reply to the Chancellor that with- 
out the status quo ante “Belgium's 
independence is gone, as Serbia's and 
Montenegro's is gone, unless the al- 
lies can get them up again” will not 
stand half an hour’s consideration. 
The world, let us hope, is not yet so 
completely bankrupt that nothing 
good can be done unless the allies 
do it. 


POLITICAL IDEALISM. 


When Sir Edward forgets that he 
is Foreign Secretary and remembers 
only his pHlitical idealism he speaks 
like a man in a trance, the world 
forgetting, but unfortunately not by 
the world forgot. No doubt he is 
quite right in advising the Germans 
to make a revolution. The Germans 
not only gave the same advice to the 
Irish, but contributed rifles and am- 
munition as well. For that matter. 
there is not a country in the civilized 
world that would not be better for a 
revolution once a fortnight or so. 
But I confess I wish Sir Edward 
would not call himself “we when 
he is speaking for himself and his 
dreams alone, and is ignoring the 
most glaring facts of the situation. 
It would not matter if, ike so many 
of our patriotic tub thumpers, his 
words traveled no farther than the 
circulations of a cheap illustrated 
paper, or the walls of a public hall 
in England, or the railings of a Lon- 
don park. But Sir Edward, like 
myself, is quoted throughout Europe 
and America, and he should be more 
careful than I am, because he is the 
uncontrolled .agent of Britain's for- 
eign policy, instead of which he 
recklessly says things that would de- 
stroy my credit forever. 

We all know that he was not pre- 
pared for war, because he never is 
prepared for anything that actually 
hapvens in the crude concrete world, 
even when it is thundering down on 
him like a mad motor bus; but when, 
in the teeth of the assurance of the 
British Admiralty and the British 
War Office, through his own Minis- 
terial colleagues that thé command 
in Flanders was settled five years be- 
fore the war began and that the 
British commander was studying the 
field during that period, and that the 
navy was fully prepared with five 
years’ accumulation of ammunition, 
not to mention the fact that it would 
habe been grossly dishonorable and 
criminally . negligent of Britain if, 
after her understanding with France, 
she had neglected these precautions, 
Sir Edward declares that “we” were 
not prepared for war, the impression 
he produces on Europe is that the 
Machiavellian Grey of the German 
imagination answers to the realty. 
Again, when he says that “poisonous 
fumes were rejected by us as too 
horrible for civilized people to use,” 
the amazed foreigner asks whether 
the British Foreign Secretary can 


the 


Germans demonstrated their prac- 
ticability. 

Surely, the foreigner thinks, Brit- 
ain should blame herself for letting 
the Germans anticipate her lazy con- 
ServVatism, as in the case of the Zep- 
pelins, rather than plume herself in 
an affected humanity of which war 
can know less and less until 
reduces it to impossibility. 


OLD WHIG DREAMS. 


As to Sir Edward's fine old Whig 
dreams of Nationalism and political 
freedom, and his “We want a Europe 
free,” “Franee, Russia and Italy are 
in the war to preserve everything 
that is precious to nationality,” what 
effect must they produce on the neu- 
tral world, to say nothing of our 
highly critical enemies, when they 
See that national independence is 
now an impracticable superstition, 
and th France, in Morocco, Italy 
in Dalmatia, and Ruasia in Poland 
are no more aiming at freedom and 
national independence than. Austria 
in Bohemia, Germany in Posen and 
Schleswig Holstein, Britain in Egypt, 
India, or Ireland, or. the United 
States (if they are wise) in Mexico? 
What sense is there in saying these 
things now to a world which can see 
nothing in them but the celebrated 
British hypocrisy which The Times 
confesses and defends with affection- 
ate pride as the homage Englishmen 
pay to virtue, and at a moment, too, 
when every ear is strained to catch 
the words of the autocrat of our For- 
elgn Office. 

And, oh! will Sir Edward never 
forgive or forget that rude omis- 
Sion of the Central Empires to come 
and talk it over quietly with him 
when the fat was in the fire, and 
every moment's delay, if there was to 
be a war, was adding an ounce to 
the weight of the threatening Rus- 
sian steam roller? The Balkan diffi- 
culty proved how soothing the con- 
versation of Sir Edward can be to 
men who do not mean to fight; but 
when their minds changed, and they 
were prepared to fight in certain con- 
tingencies, all Europe shrieked to 
Sir Edward Grey that straight ques- 
ption as to whether in these con- 
tingencies he was going to fight or 
not. Prof. Gilbert Murray had writ- 
ten a most conclusive book, with 
all the quotations from Sir Edward 
in italics, proving that he replied 
that peace was the immediate jewel 
of England's soul. When popular 
pugnacity revolted against this view, 
Mr. William Archer wrote another/ 
book proving up to the hilt that Sir 
Edward had, on the contrary, 
thrown his blood-stained sword in 
thunder down, and left no possible 
doubt as to our bellicose intentions. 
In short, Sir 
thought it best to shilly-shally, one 
of his two ablest literary friends col- 
lected gll the shilly and the other all 
the shally, leaving the ‘world to 
judge what the Germans were likely 
to have made of it when the one 
chance of averting war was to con- 
vince them bluntly that if they took 
on the French Republic they would 
have to take on the British Empire 
too. 


WHATS THE USE? 


It may be that this was good 
statesmanship and that it was bet- 
ter to lure Germany to her doom 
and have it out with her once and 
for all. Or it may be that if the 
Germans had accepted that invita- 
tion to confer Sir Edward would 
have smoothed them, and we should 
now all be taking our stalls for 
Bayreuth and our circular tickets 
for the Black Forest. But what is 
the use of going back to all that 
now? The Germans did not walk 
into Sir Edward's parlor: and by 
this time his obsession with their 
unkindness has worn out its inter- 
est. The allies have now either to 
win the war or at least prevent Ger- 
many from winning it: and the old 
moralizings and recriminations of 
1914 will not hel® us—will, in fact, 
hinder us most dangerously if our 
statesmen keep chewing them over 
instead of tackling the problem in 
front of them and dealing with it: 
in terms of the strictest objectivity. 
Sir Edward's column and a half of 
assurances that the English are the 
natural administrators of divine 
justice and that the Germans must 
be classed with “footpads, safe- 
breakers, burglars, and incendia- 
ries,” will not put a single German 
gun out of action, and may strain 
the patience of the neutrals with 
British self-love and their faith in 
British statesmanship to the point 
of doubting whether any material 
advantages can secure success to a 
side which talks like that, not only 
under the first shock of war, but 
after nearly two years’ reflection. 


As I write these words the world 
is all discussing Sir Edward Grey's 
latest utterance. The Imperial Chan- 
cellor has said that Sir Edward 
threatened war when Austria vio- 
lated the treaty of Berlin by prac- 
tically annexing Bosnia. The obvious 
reply to that was, “The Imperial 
Chancellor has paid me a complli- 
ment I do not deserve.”” The reply 
actually made by Sir Edward is, 
“That is a first-class lie.” This is a 
very typical sample of Sir Edward's 
temper and manners. When Turkey 
threw in her lot with Germany in 
the war the Foreign Office an- 
nounced that fact in a document 
which described our former  pro- 
teges ag “the degenerate Turks.” 
And the Foreign Office would prob- 
ably have been just as rude if it 
could have foreseen Gallipoli and 
Kut. Apparently it has not charac- 
ter enough to observe even the 
scrupulous civilities of a common 
duel, much less a conflict of em- 
pires. What likelihood is there of 
any negotiations turning out hap- 
pily if this Is the style in which 
they are to be conducted, Already 
the Chancellor has been able to 
compel Mr. Asquith to climb down 
by saying, “If you take that tone. 
negotiations will be concluded be- 
fore they have been begun.” Yet Mr. 
Asquith was not personally offensive 
and readily explained when the re- 
monstrance came to hand. Sir Ed- 
ward Grey has thrown in the Chan- 
cellor’s face a personal insult for 
which, according to the Continental 
code, he ought to offer “satisfaction” 
(with pistols.) We may have an ex- 
tra month of war because Sir Ed- 
ward has lost his temper. . 

As long ago as 1906, in referring 
to a very horrible episode in the his- 
tory of our occupation of Egypt, I 
expressed my opinion that Sir Ed- 
ward Grey was unfitted by his char- 
acter and the limitations of his ca- 
pacity for the highly-specialized 
work of a Secretaryship of State for 
Foreign Affairs. Nothing that has 
happened since has shaken that opin- 
ion of mine for a moment. I wonder } 
whether I am alone In believing that 
his self-transfer to a more suitable 
department would be the greatest 
service it is in his power to render 
to his much-perplexed country.

PICTURE BRID 
DECAPITATED 


Blow with a Razor Fatal to 
Too Beautiful Wife. 


Posses Comb Hills for Trace 
of Missing Widower. 


Stories of Jealous Rage are 
Told by Neighbors. 


Four posses of deputy. sheriffs last 
night combed the hills near Moneta, 
searching for the murderer of pretty 
Mrs. Chiyo Miyaki Yasumura, a 
Japanese picture bride, who arrived 
in this country but two months ago. 
The woman was found in her home 
yesterday afternoon by other Japa- 
nese. Her head had been cut en- 
tirely off by the sweep of a razor. 
In her lifeless hand she clutched the 
instrument of death, but it was up 
side down, having been thrust into 
her hand by the murderer, it is be-

lieved, to create the impression of 
suicide. But the razor was held in 
such a way that a wound of any 
extent could not have been self-in- 
flicted. 

The crime is more deeply mysteri- 
ous because of the strange action of 
the husband of less than two months. 
He hovered near the house of death 
all yesterday morning, but did not 
enter. When a Japanese laborer 
employed by Yasumura entered the 
house, the husband fled. Then the 
sad little form was discovered, seat- 
ed in a rocking chair, the head hang- 
ing by a shred. The blow that took 
her life must have been a savage 
one, wielded by @ man insane with 
passion. 

ORIENTAL ROMANCE. 


Strange is the story of the little 
Japanese mald who risked the ocean 
yoyage to meet a suitor she had 
never seen. According to the Japa- 
nese custom, the bride and groom- 
to be, having heard through mutual 
friends of each other, exchanged 
photographs. These photographs and 
the liet of worldliv goods possessed 
by each were the basis on which the 
wedding was arranged. 

Two months ago, according to the 
wedding certifcate found tin the 
house. Chivo Mivaki arrived in San 
Trancisco. Three days later was 
nerformed the ceremony that made 
her the wife of Sekizo Yasumura. 
Then she was taken to the big ranch 
near Moneta. 

Other Jananese ranchmen vester-

Fverv time 
on admirine friend would visit the 
house and enthuse over the ‘heau- 
tiful little cherry hlossom from Nip- 
pon—from hack home'’——the newlv 
made husband would flv into a rage.” 


FRIENDS STAY AWAY. 


Eventually the neighboring rench- 
men left off visiting the home of the 
picture bride, In order that she 
might not he made uncomfortable 
by the Nealons rage of her husband. 

What hapnened in the house ves- 
terday morning or the night before 
is only surmise. . 

The deputy sheriffs, goaded hy 
the sieht of the frail eirl and the 
upturned razor, rematred in the 
open all nieht searching the country, 
foot bv foot.

GOLD STORED AT DENVER. 


the Mint Than in Any 

Other One Butlding in the World. 

[Wall Street Journal:] There is 
more gold on deposit in the Denver 
mint than in any one building in 
the world today. The\stored gold 
and silver amounts to $475,000,000 
at present, $407,000,000 of which is 
in gold, according to Supt. Thomas 
Annear. 

In spite of the fact that $75,- 
900,000 was withdrawn early In Au- 
gust, 1914, and shipped east, the 
present figure is within $15,000,000 
of the largest amount the mint ever 
contained.

11:30 a.m. the movement came and 
broke those timbers like matches 
and the men on the outside had to 
dig around the bottom of the tim- 
bers in order to get the men out 
alive. This set of fine new tinfbers 
had only been in place and com- 
pleted three and one-half hours. I 
took one of the foremost geologists 
in this country in there to investi- 
gate. He informed me that it was 
the great pressure of water above 
and behind this porphyry or erup- 
tive rock that was causing it to 
swell, I believed it for a time and 
I drove on ahead unt!! we struck 
another vein of the same kind of 
material and, when I visited my men 
one morning, they were then in a 
hard formation between the two 


“leruptive breaks, or so-called veins. 


The tunnel they were working in 
was about 5x7 feet. The formation 
was a hard, siliceous Hmestone with 
small specks of porphyry, or trachyte, 
appearing in it, and the breast was 
popping or tracking like cannon on 
a battlefield. Little, thin scales of 
rock were breaking off the face of 
the drift, as thin as a pane of glass. 
We were puzzled to know what 
caused the noise. There must have 
been some tremendous pressure be- 
hind that was catising the chipping 
off of the rock in the face of the 
drift. They drilled,on some twelve. 
feet farther and the drills passed 
into soft material. When they did, 
a terrific pressure of gas came out 
of the drill openings. They asked 
me to come in. They said that 
there was an air channel and a ter- 
rible pressure of air coming in. 
They did not realize it was gas and 
could hardly conceive it wsa an air 
channel, because they were 800 feet 
vertically below the surface. 

@ gas was soon discovered, be- 
cause four or five of the men were. 
overcome by it in a few minutes 
and had to be carried out by fresh 
men. Of course, the men could 
smell and realized that the air was 
not fresh, but they thought that the 
gas had come from the powder that 
phad been used there a few hours 
before. We now have drifts in this 
same property that have been aban- 
doned because there was no min- 
eral passing through them, where 
hundreds of feet are absolutely 
closed up. In order to open them 
again we would have to use as much 
powder as we did in the original ex- 
cavation, and the only way that one 
would ever know there had been a 
drift there would be by finding the 
timbers in places smashed into splin- 
ters, and in the cracks and splintets 
the rocks wedged as tightly as they 
were before the ground was first 
opened, 

I am working a shaft known as 
the Halifax, at Tonopah, Nev. It is 
now 1700 feet deep. There is one 
section, about 300 feet thick, in that 
about 700 feet below the 
surface, that has to be retimbered 
and cased off on account of the pe- 
culiar formation it passes through. 
This rock is moving all the time. 
There are numerous places that I 
personally came in contact with in 
Eureka, Park City, Tonopah and 
other mining camps, where this same 
condition exists, and it is impos- 
sible to keep an epening or passage- 
way clear, unless you are continu- 
ously working at it. 

My first trip to the isthmian canal 
was about February, in 1914. They 
were then operating the great 
dredges in the Culebra cut. Seeing 
the dirt and material coming up 
from beneath the water and observ- 
ing the character of the rock, it 
oceurred to me that they. too, had 
come in contact with subterranear 
troubles and difficulties, and I got 
some of the rock and had it analyzed. 
iT then put my engineer to work, go- 
ing to Park City and different points 
where we had those troubles with 
eruptive rock, filling in with un- 
limited material and the gases suf- 
focating the miners. 

After my experience with the 
gases and the drift @lling in for 
great distances, I began to doubt 
the theory of the geologist who had 
informed me that the pressure was 
in the rock itself—that it was a 
swelling material, through the weight 
of water pressure, that was causing 
this trouble. We took sacks of 
this material from the places that 
we knew were icontinuously mov- 
ing, also the places that had beer 
filled up. We kiln-dried and roasted 
it and pressed it in squares, put it 
into glass cases and turned water 
back on it under. pressure, until we 
were fully convinced that the the- 
ory was wrong. There was no ex- 
pansion in the rock whatever. When 
it was kiln-dried and roasted and 
water put back onto it, it did not 
even expand enough to break the 
glass. We also analyzed these rocks, 
as we did the rock from the Culebra 
cut. We found the § ingredients 
about the same. These eruptive, or 
moving rocks seem to come from the 
same source, from the same cause 
and are made up of the same ma- 
terial. 

These and many other compari- 
sons would tend to convince any 
thinking man that, in Central Amer- 
ica and Panama, which is more sub- 
ject to shocks and tremors than any 
other part of America, there is some 
reason in the theory that I have ad- 
vanced. 

Should time prove that this theory 
has merit worthy of consideration 
and there is anything I can do, 
those in charge have but to com- 
mand me. My interest in this is 
merely patriotic, with sincere good 
wishes for the success of the isth- 
mian canal. I have watched it cicse- 
ly since the American government 
secured ownership thereof from 
France. I had the honor of sitting 
in the Senate of the United States 
as a member from the State of 
Utah. I favored the building of the 
great enterprise when the pur- 
chase was made.

along the lines of city ning. The 
people of San Pedro e seemed to 
realize, as many of their fellow citi- 


zens in the older portion of Los An- 
geles have not realized, the impor- 
tance of establishing servicable traffic 
grades on all the streets radiating 
from their central business section. 
What Los Angeles proper, with its 
perennial traffic problems, is always 
vainly talking about doing, its outer 
harbor district is actually doing. 
“IRONING OUT" A TOWN. ~ 

The citizens of San Pedro say that 
they would have cut Bunker Hill 
down and dumped it into some of 
their lowlands long ago if there had 
been any such obstruction to traffic 
lying along their business section, 
and when one considers the amount 
of dirt that has been moved in the 
outer harbor district In the past few 
years, it will be found impossible to 
disbelieve them. For the last seven 
years the propefty owners of San 
Pedro have been cutting down hills, 
gouging out new streets in the sides 
of steep slopes, filling in holes and 
ironing out their town generally. On 
old-time resident of the place, re- 
turning to it today after a few years’ 
absence, would be more bewildered 
by the transformation in topography 
than by the solid blocks of new 
buildings that have everywhere 
sprung. up. 

The volume of regrading done 
and being done in San Pedro be- 
comes a somewhat sensational 
achievement when it is considered 
that so much of the work has been 
done by the far-seeing property 
owners at their own expense. When 
the Southern Pacific Railway ex- 
tended its line to the present harbor 
district some thirty years ago, the 
spot selected for a\terminus was ob- 
viously chosen without any particu- 
lar regard to the possibilities of the 
location as a townsite. The San 
Pedro of the early days ran back 
from the waterfront into the mouth 
of “Stingaree Gulch,” as the can- 
yon extending down from the mesa 
back of Point Firmin was called, 
the place being practically shut in 
by hills on three sides. This was 
the situation that confronted the 
people of the place when San Pedro 
came into the municipal fold of Los 
Angeles and the need of spregding 
out became apparent. 

In starting out to overcome the 
obstacies of nature, the San Pedrans 
decided at the very beginning that 
they would keep all grades down 
to 56 per cent. as a maximum in the 
improvement of existing streets and 
the construction of new ones. The 
task appeared to be a hopeless one 
and yet so thoroughly has the job 
been done that the street of as much 
as 6 per cent. grade is the rare ex- 
ception, rather than the rule. The 
first great street project attempted 
under the regrading programme was 
the cutting of Seventh street to a 
depth of thirty feet through the 
bank of an old guich running diag- 
onally through the business district 
and the filling in of a deep hollow 
under the old bridge on Center 


t. 
GREAT NEW SCHOOL. 

That bridge had been used for a 
generation by children going to 
school, their parents sending them 
that way in order that they might 
not have to walk through the double 
row of saloons and dance halls in 
the gulch below. Last week school 
closed for the last time in the old 
wooden school building, which Is 
now overshadowed and almost en- 
closed within the wings of a splen- 
did $125,000 brick structure now 
being completed. The bridge, the 
dives, in fact the gulch itself, have 
long ago disappeared. 

The next important step was the 
regrading and paving of Pacific 
avenue, the main artery into the 
town, from the West Basin to Four- 
teenth street. Pacific avenue is 
now being paved to Point Firmin, 
making a boulevard four miles long 
through the center of the place. It 
would require a large space to fol- 
low all the steps in the leveling out 
of the town. One of the most im- 
portant steps of all was the recent 
improvement of Sixth street. 

A few months ago Sixth street 
property owners awoke to the neces- 
sity of making their street a serv- 
feeable thoroughfare if the retail! 
center was to be anchored and kept 


from moving out toward the level 
mesa on Seventh and Eighth streets. 
It was a staggering proposition to 
get the desired grade of less than 5 
per cent., but the owners bonded 
themselves for $120,000 and began 
the work. Deep, cuts were made 
and the street was paved and then 
one by one the owners brought their 
own properties down to the new 
grade until today there is only one 
jot sticking up in the air on Sixth 
street, from Palos Verdes to Pa- 
cific avenue. 


CUTTING NOB HILL

ously cut gaps of considerable size 
through it for Pacific avenue and 
Palos Verdes street. The chasm 
gouged out for the Harbor boule- 
vard is the “‘open cut” of San Pedro, 
approximately 500,000 yards of dirt 
having come out of it, or a sixth as 
much earth as would have had to 
be removed for the long-discussed 
but now abandoned Bunker Hill 
open cut from First to Second 
streets. | 

It now seems certain that all the 
private property between Palos 
Verdes street and the Nob Hill cut 
will soon be brought down to the 
Harbor boulevard grade, a gigantic 
enterprise enthusiastically advocated 
by many of the property owners af- 
fected and which will involve the 
removal of 1,500,000 cubic yards of

“MAKING UP” FOR MOVIES. 


Regard Must be had for Vagaries of 
the Photographic Film. 

[Boston Transcript:] The colors 
that moving-picture actors use in 
their make-up differ, explains the 
Popular Science Monthly. At one 
studio, for instance, red in varying 
shades is the favorite, with no spe- 
cial reason apparently; at another, 
blues are the subject of constant ex- 
periment. Theoretically the blues 
are the most sensitive, yet some com- 


panies insist that other colors be 
used. The net result of color on 
the film is gray, and provided the 
right tint is obtained, the color pref- 
erence of the individual make-up 
specialists does not matter af” all. 

Browns are depended upon to 
make up Indians, Malays and other 
characters of dark skins; but a very 
little brown) goes a long way, for 
brown is a combination of red, black 
and gray, evidently a dangerous and 
dark-colored combination. 

For mulattos or negroes a darker 
shade of the same pigment is all that 
is required, although there are spe- 
cial preparations for the negro 
make-up. 

Occasionally an actor will be found 
with a peculiar skin, one that con- 
tains unusual pigments, and it in- 
variably photographs very dark. The 
cure, in case of extreme darkness, 
may occasionally be accomplished in 
the developing room. Ghastly faces 
to accompany death scenes are ob- 
tained by a liberal application of 
white make-up.

It is quite probable that Kennard 
and his corps of soliciters will make 
no further attempt to secure funds 
from the public for the equipment 
of the armory. If they do, it is very 
certain they will meet with a cold 
reception, as Los Angeles business 
men and citizens generally just now 
are not in a position where they will 
feel enthusiastic over a eme that

The Finest Baked Beans. 

[St. Nicholas:] If ever you have 
dragged forth a big brown bean- 
pot from a red-hot hole in the side 
of a hill and removed the lid and 
got just one whiff of those baked 
beans, the aroma will stick in your 
memory forever. While it it true 
that this demands a lot of work, it 
is worth while just for the pleasure 
of anticipation and then the real- 
ization. Canned beans are always 
good, especially for an emergency 
dinner, and I always take them with 
me, but for a little extra pleasure 
I always bake beans in a hillside 
oven at least once on every camping 
trip. 

Put the beans to soak in water 
over night. Dig a hole in the side 
of a hill about two and a half feet 
n diameter, and three feet into 
the hill. Build a fire of hard wo 
at the edge of the hole, and then 
constantly push back the live coals 
into the hole and add more wood, 
banking the outer with big 
round stones which will retain the 
heat. When the hole is well bedded 
with coals, add a plece of pork and 
a pinch of mustard and salt to the 
beans in the pot, and fill with warm 
water. Fasten the cover on with a 
bit of wire, and set the beanpot in 
the hole on the coals.

It may be 
true of cattle, and coffee, and darning need- 
les, and explosives, and fruits, and gasoline, 


and hides, but is it true of coa¢oanuts, and | 


engravings, and moving-picture films, and 
glaziers’ diamonds? It may be true of po- 
tatoes, but is prussic acid a necessary of 
life. It may be true of sheep, but surely 
it is not true of oyster shells. A poor man 
may need salt and sago, but certainly he can 
worry along without statuary or foreign 


postage stamps. Tea is a necessary of life, 


but not so with tobacco stems. Veal for 
breakfast and whalebone for corsets for the 
ladies one must have, but verdigris and 
works of art are not really indispensable 
necessaries of life. | 

In making a protective tariff the aim of 
the legislator is not to discourage importa- 
tions so as to exclude them altogether, but 
to fix rates so as to encourage home pro- 
duction, and enable the American manu- 
facturer who pays $2 per day for labor 
to compete on an equality with the foreign 
manufacturer who pays but $1 per day. 

In making a revenue tariff it is the pur- 
pose of a Democratic admistration to en- 
courage importations regardless of the inter- 


ests of American workmen. A few instances 


illustrative of the workings of the Under- 
wood tariff may be cited. Under the tariff 
of 1909 a duty of 35 per cent. ad valorem 
was imposed on house furniture, and on a 
Diece of furniture costing $10 to make in 
Windsor, Can., and sent across the river to 
Detroit a duty of $3.50 was collected. The 
Underwood tariff reduced the duty to $1.50. 
The manufacturer of a similar piece of furnt- 
ture in Detroit was compelled to sell it for 
$2 less. In order to do this he must make it 
for $2 less. He met the cut by paying $2 
less to the workmen who made it. There 
was no other way to save the $2. 

And the consumer did not get the benefit 


of that $2. The United States Treasury was 


despofied of $2 and it was divided between 
the Canadian workmen, the Canadian manu- 
facturer, the American importer and the 
American jobber. 

. This illustration may be applied to every 
commodity made in the factories and forges 


of the United States. Reduction of tariff 


duties on manufactured articles involves, un- 


der ordinary conditions, a reduction in the 
wages of the American workmen who make 


those articles. It had that effect in 1893-96, 


and would have had a similar effect in 1914- 


16 but for the great European war, which 


gave employment in American munition fac- 


tories to hundreds of thousands of work- 
men, and which also closed thousands of fac- 
tories and furnaces and forges in Europe 
and sent their workmen to fight and die in 
the trenches. 

With the cessation of the great war the 
industrial plants of Europe will be reopened 
and operated by workmen who will accept 


starvation wages. Their product will come 


to our shores, and unless the Republican 


tariff shall be restored will be sold at prices 
that will compel our workmen to accept re- 
duced compensation and a lower standard of 
life. 


This will, in turn, operate upon the farmer. 


He cannot get as much for the products of 
his farfi if the workers who consume those 
products cannot afford to pay as much. The 
farmer will, in turn, be compelled to reduce 
the wages of his hired men and lesseh the 
number of frocks for his wife and daugh- 


“ters, and buy fewer bibles and leas tobacco.

heap to unearth the record of an individual 
abnormally poor. | 

We will read about them as imaginary 
beings; we will accept them on the stage 
and be stirred to passing pity at their strug- 
gles, thanking God that it is only fiction— 
though of course very realistic. 

But in actual life we don’t publish long 
obituaries of the failures. Life is a cone. 
We can concentrate on the peak, but the 
base is too wide to measure. A cone has a 
point at the top, but no point at the bottom. 
And after all it is easier to measure the 
cone with a material yardstick than with 
the magic wand of Merlin. 

Supposing, however, the best instead of 
the richest woman in the world had just 
finished her life’s mission, would not one 
rather read columns of the woman who did 
good for the sake of doing good than one 
paragraph of the woman who was rich for 
the sake of being rich? . 

Yet if we find it hard to pick out the 
poorest human being on earth because their 
numbers are legion, for this very reason 
we can easily pick out the best woman in 
the world because she is infinite. For to 
every true man there is one woman who, 
beyond all argument and dispute, is the 
best woman in the world. He thay be as- 
sured that she is not,the richest or the clev- 
erest or the most famous or socially promi- 
nent—the public records can prove these 
things—but in his own heart he knows as 
though the truth had been revealed direct 
from heaven that she is the best—at any 
rate for him—and for anything beyond that 
what does it matter? : 

And Hetty Green, for all her riches, has 
won no greater glory than this. In this 
respect, perhaps, that undiscoverable poor- 
est human being, poorest in all that has 
made Hetty Green famous, might be her 
equal, even her superior. — 

We have more equality in this world than 
many of us imagine. Only one woman can 
be the richest in the world; no one woman 
can be the poorest, and every woman can 
be the best. Surely none of us needs to 
find fault with the choices life offers or to 
say that the odds are against us. 


There is not enough paper in existence to . 


print just a synopsis of the lives of the 
best women in the’ world, but, thank God, 
there are enough human hearts on which 
the records can be indelibly stamped. And 
who shall say, weighing love as well as gold 
in the scales, where riches leave off and 
where poverty begins? There is a subtler 
rating than that of Dunn or Bradstreet, pat- 
ents of nobility not recorded in Burke’s 
peerage or conserved in the College of Her- 
alds.

Thus far 
the other Central and South Amer- 
ican States have manifested no dis- 
position to take sides or to create 
difficulties, but it is too much to 
hope that this state of affairs can 
be maintained indefinitely. South 
American comment is still in the 
main friendly to the United States, 
and faith in the disinterested mo- 
tives of the government is not yet 
broken. But our original interfer- 
ence in Mexican affairs, the fatal 
blunder in lifting the arms embar- 
go, and the still more inexplicable 
vacillation of policy in treating first 
with one and then with another of 
the faction leaders, have laid the 
foundation for trouble to avert 
which will call for the nicest diplo- 
macy. Secretary Lansing is not to 
be held responsible for past errors 
of management at the State Depart- 
ment; it remains to be seen wheth- 
er he will be able, or be permitted, 
to steer a safe and sane diplomatic 
course through the troubled waters 
ahead.

Complaint Tells of Schemes to 
Entrap Affections of Laundry 
Manager by Wife of Principal 
Stockholder While Latter was on 
Deathbed—Charges Denied. 


+ A domestic upheaval is portrayed 
in the $25,000 damage suit of Mrs. 
Flora <A. Nason filed yesterday 
against Mrs. Rua C. Shaw, a widow, 
residing in Hollywood. Not only 
is Mrs. Shaw charged with winning 
the affections of Charles A. Nason, 
but it is alleged she schemed while 
her husband lay on his deathbed, 
The suit deals with the married 


life of the Nasons from 1910 when 
they were married unti] February 
13 last when Mrs. Nason says her 
husband began to neglect her. He 
was absent from home day and 
night, finally going to Fort Worth, 
Tex., May 18 last to acquire a resi- 
dence for the purpose of filing suit 
for divorce, the complaint says. 

Mr. Shaw was a large stockholder 
and director of the Royal Laundry 
Company of Pasadena. Mr. Nason 
was general manager of the laundry. 
Mr. Nason first went to the Shaw 
home in Hollywood last February. 
From that time until May, Mrs. Na- 
son alleges, her husband absented 
himself day and night and on in- 
formation and belief she says he was 
in the company of Mrs. Shaw, who 
was then a widow, Mr. Shaw having 
died in July, 1915. 

Mrs. Shaw, she alleges, won her 
husband's affections. She induced 
him to visit her, it is alleged, on the 
pretext of business, offered him 
money and finally succeeded in get- 
ting Mr. Nason to leave his wife, 
plan for a divorce and marry her.

City Officials Try to Forget 
Buried Subjects, 
Sprinkling Inquiry’s Ghost is 
Chloroformed. 


| Committee of Whole may be 


Reluctant to Meet. 


Buried in the files of the commit- 
tee of the whole of the City Coun- 
cil are a dozen or more matters 
that in past months have furnished 
interesting topics for discussion 
throughout the city and some. of 
these were even sensational in the 
interest they aroused at the time. 
Take, for instance, the much-be- 
fuddled investigation of the street 
sprinkling contract which developed 
wholesale charges of “crooked deals” 
and caused the corridors of the City 
Hall to ring with “craven cowards” 
“damned liars,” “asinine and child- 
ish” and “contemptible curs.” The 
once-famed report of the Mayor’s in- 
vestigating committee on this sub- 
}Ject Hes peacefully in the files of 
the Council committee of the whole, 
awaiting the time when President 
Betkouski assumes the role of Ga- 
briel ang calls it forth. 

: WHAT BECAME OF IT? 

Along with this “not guilty, but 
don’t do it again” report lies a 
message from Mayor Se- 

bastian in which His Honor com- 
ments upon the findings of the spe- 
cial committee awd informs the 
Council that “within.a few days” he 
will communicate further, offering 
suggestions developed from the in- 
Vestigation. These documents went 
to the committee of the whole on 
May 29, last, and when they were 
referred. to the Council graveyard, 
it was with the expressed under- 
standing that the Council would heed 
the demands of the members of the 
Council who were charged with re- 
sponsibility for a “‘crocked deal’ and 
exonerate them. Since May 29, 
however, no official suggestion for 
consideration of the aprinkling con- 
tract report has been heard. In-

CITY FISH MARKET. 

“My proposition is one that 
would require but a comparaitvely 
small amount of money and at the 
same time would provide fish for 
every household tm this city at a 
price lower than ever before, while 
the fishermen would get better re- 
turns for their labor. 

“The city could establish a re- 
ceiving market on its own property 
at the harbor, where it could buy 
at market rates all the fish offered. 
After properly caring for the fish 
they could be shipped to the main 
part of the city and from a cen- 
tral point sent to the various mu- 
nicipal markets now existing; and 
by establishing new markets, thou- 
sands of people could be served 
who now go without. At a com- 
paratively small additional expense 
a number of auto delivery serv- 
ices could sell direct to consumers 
not living near a market. 

“Tf the fishermen could be guar- 
anteed 2 cents a pound delivered 
at the harbor market, after the cost 
of fee, transportation, wages 
incidental expenses were paid, the 
city could deliver to the consumer 
at a reasonable profit. at not to ex- 
ceed 6 cents a nound probabiv 
not over 6 cents.”

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EW AIDS FOR 
FIRE FIGHTERS. 


SQUAD TRUCK ADDED TO CITY'S 


trate Smoke-filled Buildings; 
Pulmoter and First-aid Outiit to 
Protect Injured Citizens as, Well 
as Firemen in Emergencies. 


A new aid to the fire-fighting 
forces of Los Angeles is being con- 
structed at the city garage that will 
prove a boon to the firemen and 
probably result in the saving of 
lives, prevention of the destruction 
of property and is certain to be of 
¢service in relieving injured men. 

The new apparatus is to be known 
as a squad truck, a large automobile 
equipped with many devices not now 
in use. Two hugh searchlights, each 
attached to 200 feet of insulated wire 
on a reel, will enable the firemen te 
penetrate thick smoke-filled build- 
ings with more accuracy and safety 
than at present when they depend 
on lanterns. Another battery, with 
five big movable searchlights will be 
on the side of the wagon with an 
operator who will be able to throw 
light on any part of a building, keep- 
ing five large surfaces illuminated at 
the same time. A series of reficctors 
will be used so that the light can be 
thrown into windows, and the en- 
tire scene of the fire will be made 
as light as at midday. 
Another equipment will be a pul- 
motor, a machine to create artificial 
respiration. This machine will al- 
ways be tn readiness for instant use 
so that any fireman overcome by 
smoke can be instantly’ restored. 
Heretofore the patient was first 
taken to the Receiving Hospital 
while a messenger raced to a gas 
plant or electrical plant to borrow a 
pulmotor. 

An elaborate first aid to the in- 
jured outfit will be another long-de- 
sired arrangement.— This will be of 
use to the firemen, but of greater 
benefit in the aid of injured citizens, 
At many fires persons are seriously 
injured and it is a matter of thirty 
to fifty minutes to get them to hos- 
pitals. 

Mére than a dozen other modern 
pieces of apparatus will be appended 
to the squad wagon. It will re- 
spond to all fires in the downtown 
district, the factory district or where 
there is danger of a big fire. Its use 
may also be permitted in any big 
calamity, even though no fire be 
connected. Firemen who have seen 
the big machine say it is one of the 
greatest advances in fire-fighting 
since the advent of the automobile, 
the fire tower and the smoke hetImet.

The table of imports by countries 
indicates that Mexico is still far in 
the lead, with a total of $117,716.

négligible, Belgium having furnished

FERNS USED FOR FOOD. 


Japanese Families Use the Common 
Brake Same as Asparagus. 
{New York Sun:] The common 
fern or brake that grows in the 
Puget Sound country is good to eat, 
according to University of Washing- 
ton Japanese students. Several Japa- 
nese families have been gathering 
the stems of the plant on the cam- 
pus recently. They are boiled and 
eaten like “fuki,”” the Nipponese 
‘rhubarb, or the American aspara- 

gus. 

To take out the acid taste of the 
ferns the stems are boiled in water 
to which ashes are added. When 
nearly cooked the water and ashes 
are poured off. Clean boiling water 
is then poured on and the cooking 
is completed. 

When done the dish is called 
“warabi,”’ and is considered a great 
delicacy. Warabi may be eaten at 
once, or it may be dried and store! 
away for winter use. When mixed 
with oysters it is called ‘“sho-yu,” 
which means oyster sauce. The food 
can be mixed with most  nieats, 
shelifish and vegetables. 

History shows that the Puget 
Sound Indians made bread of the 
fern root when the first white men 
came to the country. They pound- 
ed the roots to a pulp and then 
baked the mass. 

Prof. Rigg of the botany Jepart- 
ment of the University of Washing- 
ton says that the fern contains 
more starch than the potato. White 
people do not eat ferns because they 
are too fibrous,

Judge Taft gave 
judgment at the trial of the action 
Lin favor of the Southern Pacific, bas- 
ing his decision on the opinion 
handed down by Justice Hughes of 
the Supreme Court that there can 
be no waiver of the terms of a bill 
of lading. The latter calls for writ- 
ten demand within four months, 
and the Southern Pacific alleged 
that Mr. Newman made no demand 
until long after the expiration of 
that period. 

The shipper contended. that when 
he refused to receive the shipment 
of tobacco because some of it had

Mr. Newman did so and a year iat- 
er put in a demand which was dis- 
allowed. He was told that fo com- 
ply with the demand meant a heavy 
fine for violating the terms of the

Santa Ana’s one cannery, oper- 


ished its run upon apricots, green 
wainuts, cherries, blackberries, 
strawberries, loganberries, orange 
marmalade and grapefruit marma- 
lade, and tomorrow will find the 
plant busy upon plums. Peaches 
and other fruits 1 be canned as 
the season develops. 
This cannery, which has a capac- 
ity of about fifteen carloads per 
year, sells practically all of its out- 
put in the East Through years of 
gradual growth it has developed a 
trade among housewives, whose or- 
ders are duplicated year after year. 
The cannery was started in 1883 
by Mrs, Taylor, who began selling 
fruit that she put up in her kitchen. 
At that time the cannery had 180 
square feet of floor space. It now 
has 41,800 square feet. 
The cannery management expects 
there will be a normal output this 
year, though it has found that many 
of the materials used in the work 
have gone up in price. Only the 
best fruits will be handled. 

AT HEMET, 
The Hemet cannery and the new 
plant of the Hemet-San Jacinto 
Growers’ Association have been 
working in apricots for the past 
month and this week will begin on 
the peach crop of the Hemet Valley, 
which is one of the largest in his- 
tory. The apricot crop was unusual- 
ly light as was the case in all parts 
of the State. Free-stone peaches are 
heavy while clings are about nor- 
mal. 
The Hemet cannery will employ 
800 people from now until the end 
of the peach season, late in Septem- 
ber. The cannery will put up about 
2200 tons of peaches this season and 
they have already canned 475 tons 
of apricots. Much new machinery 
has been installed during the past 
year and the cannery the past sev- 
eral weeks has been putting up thir- 
ty-five tons of apricots a day.

_ FIGHTING FISHERMEN. 


The British Trawlers Have Come 
Gallantly to Their Country's 
Aid in the War on the 


German Subma- 
rines, 


[Pearson's Weekly:] ‘The birth- 
place of the British fishing industry 
was undoubtedly the English Chan- 


nel. But no better men ply the 
trade by net or line than those which 
nail from the western and northern 
isles, and from the ports of Northern 


Scotland, 


These places are, indeed, natural 
urseries for the royal and merchant 
eets, though it is interesting to 

note that by act of Parliament whale 
fishermen were exempted during the 
Napoleonic wars from the activities 


of the press gang. 


The coming ot great ships of war 
and a standing navy ended to a great 
extent our country’s early de- 
pendence on the larger fisher craft 


in sea battles. 


In pre-Armada days the fishing 
ports of the Channel provided the 
largest number of craft and seamen 
(London, even, was less important 
to the navy than a combination of 
West Country ports with unfamiliar 
names,) and when a British expedi- 
tion was to be sent to France the 
fisher craft were requisitioned as 


transports, 


Light, fast and seaworthy 
the fishing boats of the Channel— 
they were used as ‘“‘scouts’” and pa- 
trols, just as their -compeers are be- 


ing used today. 


When war was declared in Au- 
gust, 1914, thousands of naval re- 
servists traveled from the fishin

ure. 

The submarine war was, however, 
their opportunity. .The Germans 
aimed at the destruction of every 
ship in the neighborhood of Britain, 
and certainly did serious damage. 

But our fishermen-warriors proved 
real sleuth-hounds; every certain 
evidence of the passing submarine 
was noted—the even waves in calm 
weather, the suddenly-breaking 
wave when there was a capful of 
wind, the scared seafowl, the tiny 
plume of water where the periscope 
cut its way. 

And no less ingeniots and worthy 
were the methods of attack. The 
submarine was patiently followed 


\for hours until compelled to seek 


the surface. He was located by kites 
and seaplants. 

The trawler soon gained the mas- 
tery of this monster of the under 
seas, and will continue to hold it 
despite the new inventions of the 
cnemy. 

There is an invention which as- 
sists the location of wunder-water 
craft, the coming of which swept 
Von Tirpitz’s invisible fleet from his 
grasp. 

The latest declaration of the en- 
emy will compel the men who use 
the Dogger Bank to become war- 
riors. Fishing craft haVe always 


been theoretically immune from. 


sinking, now they are to be sunk 
on sight. 

But we shall see the raider jerk- 
ing out his machine guns just a few 
seconds too late, for the fisherman- 
warrior, berert of all other weapons, 
will certainly use the full power of 
his tiny craft to ram and destroy 


the enemy.

Venice Case Establishes an 
Important Precedent. 


A well-considered decision hand- 
ed down by Judge George H. Cab- 
aniss of San Francisco, sitting in 
. @xtra seasions court here, in the suit 
brought by Fred Cole against the 
‘Venice Vanguard, a daily newspaper, 
to recover the penalty of $1000 pre- 
scribed by section 259 of the Penal 
Code, ig important to newspaper 
publishers, inasmuch as this law re- 
quires that any article within the 
Meaning of the code must bear the 
true name of the writer. 

Judge Cabanies held the law un- 
constitutional, and gave judgment 
for the newspaper. The article com- 


Piained of by Mr. Cole @id not com- 
ply with this law, which provides: 


“Every article, statement or edi-' 


torial contained in any newspaper or 
other printed publication, printeh or 


| published in this State, which, by 


' writing or printing, tends to black- 
‘@n the memory of one who is dead, 
_@r to impeach the honesty, integ- 
rity, virtue or reputation, or publish 
the natural or alleged defects of 
one who is alive, and thereby ex- 
pose him or her to public hatred, 
Sontempt or ridicule, must be sup- 
plemented by the true name of the 
writer of such article.” 
FREEDOM OF SPEECH. 


The “freedom of speech" clause as 
-* We find it written in the Federal 

Constitution,” saiq Judge Cabaniss, 
eans that every person may, in 
/ @ny form in which he chooses to 
, Go so, freely publish his sentiments 
or express his opinion, whether he 
do so by word of mouth, by letter 
or through the public press, being 
responsible to the law for an abuse 
of that right.

ft will be found also that by free- 
_ @om of speech, as the words are 
written in our Federal Co tution, 
fe meant, in substance and effect, 
that you may express your. senti- 
ments or your opinion upon any 
conceivable subject, and that, with 
an absolute guaranty of immunity 
from responsibility, elther civil or 
criminal, except that which you 
publish be defamatory or libelous or 
obscene or vulgar, or essentially im- 
moral, and, according to some deci- 
sions, seditious, and, except also, ac-

servative commonwealths of the 
country, which publications have a 
tendency to bring the holy name 
of God irito disrepute.

MUSICAL 


PASSING SHOW LYRICAL. 


A GLANCE OVER BUSY MELODIC 
YEAR JUST CLOSED.

- The past musical season was noth- 
ing if not eventful. There have been 
few other years that have equaled 
its record of abundant melody and 
harmony.

A 
considerable portion of it went for 
such large events as the Boston 
Opera Company ani the New York 


received telling support, and brought 
manifold pleasures to the audiences; 
in return. Need for more’ efficient 
support was felt in the case of only 
some of the loca] organizations, like 
the Symphony Orchestra, which 
throughout the season merited a bet- 
ter attendance than it received. | 
In summing up the number of 
actual events in the local field, rec- 
ords show that they ran close to 
160. Opera struck a better stride 
than for several years, for there 
was a total of forty-nine perform- 
ances given during the three sepa- 
rate engagements. Quantitatively, the 
results were remarkably satisfying, 
especially in view of the fact that 
two of the three companies made 
money out of their seasons. The 
quality, except in the case of the 
Boston Opera, Company, was a vari- 
able item, five-tenths of which was 
explainable by hasty preparation, 
and four-tenths by inadequate prin- 
cipals. 

Orchestral concerts for the season 
numbered twenty-two; chamber mu- 
sic, thirteen: choral club concerts, 
eleven; visiting artists gave twenty- 
four recitals all told, and local en 
sical lights, twenty-three of larger 
character...There were many other 
miscellan s events beside these. 

BIGGEST EVENT. 

The most striking event of the 
season ‘from every standpoint was 
undoubtedly the visit of the Boston 


engagement they brought before the 
local musical public the only new 
operatic work given here during the 
year, namely, “L’Amore dei tre Re.”

Imagination, says my dictionary, 
fis the power to recreate or recom- 
Dine with readiness_for the accom- 
Plishment of an elevated end or pur- 
pose. It differs from fancy, with 
Which it is sometimes confused, in 
that fancy forms images which mere- 
ly please or entertain the taste or 

caprice, “without much use or 
ue.”

Does any one believe 
that our exhibitions of pictures are 
meglecte@? If so, he should go to 
| Exposition Park on a Sunday after- 
noon. There he will find triumphant 
lana overwhelming proof of the truth 
of my assertion. 

Among the new witnesses from 
elsewhere is Dana Bartlett, a young 
painter who came from the north 
six or eight months ago. Mr. Bart- 
lett studied art at the Art Students 
League and under William M. Chase 
and Charlies Warren Katon. and he 
has had studios in San Francisco 
and Portland. But he prefers the 
one he has opened in the Bradbury 
Bullding, Los Angeles. He declares, 
from experience, that the art at- 

mosphere ig far more stimulating 
here than in San Franc , and he 
has no good word Portland. 

Dana Bartlett began his art ca- 
reer ag a designer and commercial 
man, and he still works to some ex- 
tent at design, but his-great desire 
is to be a og sak and for the past 
few years he hag worked hard and 
diligently with a brush tinted with 
picture paint, not tainted with coin. 
Already an associate member of the 
California Art Club, which is hon- 
orable recognition, he will undoubt- 
edly be made a full member ag soon 
as he “pulls off” his first exhibition 
here, which he intends to do early 
in the fall. 

The coming exhibition will amply. 
testify to the diversity of his talent, 
to his wide-awakeness to every ar- 
tistic impression, and to his quick- 
ness with many mediums. He will 
show pictures in oil, in water color 
and in pastel, as well as monotypes 
that bear the stamp of decided orig- 
inality. These monotypes, indeed, 
he believes to be an invention of his 
own. Jmpressed in black and white 
on water-color paper, they are after- 
ward given a slight tint or two in 
water color, thus gaining added rich- 
ness of effect. 

The paintings are interpretations 
of many varying aspects of nature, 
especially of the “moods” that are 
poetic, for Mr. Baftlett does not be- 
lieve in painting the bare externa!s 
under the hard white light of* mid- 
day. His nocturnes, which are nu- 
merous, are among his best things, 
dark yet luminous, vibrant with deep 
color. The artist has evidently felt 
these night scenes strongly, and he 
has recorded his impressions with a 
hand at once firm and delicate. 

A year ago Mr. Bartlett spent five 
weeks among the stupendous gran- 
deurs of the Grand Canyon, essay- 
ing to paint the impossible and mak- 
ing to paint the impossible and 
making no less than eighty-four 
sketches and studies. From these 
he has made a half-dozen pictures 
that are eminently successful — as 
success goes with the Grand Can- 
yon-—-and some of them will be 
shown next fall. Especially good is 
the one called “Afternoon Light,” a 
simple and forceful study, the rive 
ruddy of the canyon seen 
against a tuminous greenféh sky. 
Good, too, is “Golden Temples,” the 
twin “temples” limned on a sky full 
of color. 

Other pictures that will be shown 
are a series of nine water colors 
from the buildings tn the exposition 
at San Diego, with some from the 
great San Francisco fair. Among 
these are “The Striped Awning,” full 
of suntlight and shadew, and “Horti- 
cultural Building.” with clear reflec- 
tions in Lagunita. Still others are 
pa landscapes painted along the 
coast near San Francisco and among 
the fine cottonwood trees at Port- 


land. Mr. Bartlett found the skies 
in the north e ngly colorful, 
ratiant with light. 


All in all, the exhibition promises 
to be a very interesting one, a sin- 
cere painter's introduction to a new 
public.

Berlioz, instead of rafling at the 
stupid public, and always retaining 
faith in himself as did Wagner, lost 
belief to a great extent in his own 
powers. His genius outlived his in- 
terest and his desire. His last oe 
are among the mod interesting and 
the most prescient, but thé man euf- 
fered altoBether too much to Keep a 
lively interest in the thing which 
seemed to be tormenting him. Ber- 
liog has been called a volcano in 
eruption, and people 
in eruption. His revolutionary pas 
sion was for orchestration, which he 
mastered and conquered, showing a 
genius for it from the first moment 
of dealings with the orchestra. 


Berliog was self-taught. That 
does not mean that he did not study 
at the Conserva ; 
means that he did 
thing there, to speak of. His teach- 


ing was almost valueless, and waa! 


discarded as soon as it was acquired. 
It only got in his way and hindered 
him. He was a man to whom im- 
possibilities were unknown, and tr- 
ritating when ed. When he

Wagner was 4 
romanticist, and while he revolted 
against the hide-bound regulations 
set up by that school, he also fol- 
lowed lines which were iaid down.

Directly in the wake of Wagner 
and Berlioz comes Richard Strauss, 
the greatest composer now itiving. 
Strauss is the anarchist of musi. 
He literally throws ali rules to the 
winds and plunges, with t most 
exquisite and stirring-result® of any 
composer of our time. There is this 
difference between Strauss and the 


leaders of the new French school; |

tising campaigns.

Jean Webster, author of “Daddy- 
Long-Legs” and other widely read 
novels, died at the Sloane Hospital 


11. She is survived by her husband, 
a Jawyer and a daughter, who was 
born on June 10. She was married 
in the summer of 1915.

niece of Mark Twain's. She was 
born in Fredonia, N.Y. Before her 
graduation from Vassar, in 1901, she 
was writing for publication. As 
evidenced by “Daddy-Long-Legs” and 
“Dear Enemy,” Jean Webster was 
intensely and intelligently interested 
in the care of orphan children. She 
began studying the subject before 
leaving college and continued at it 
as long as she lived; and thouzh

Bertha Runkle, author of “Straight 
Down the Crooked Lane” and “The 
Helmet of Navarre,” says that she 
embarked on her first historical 
novel at the age of 14. It began in 
a spirited manner with the murder 
of Count “A” by Count “B,” Count 
“A’s” son settling scores by slaying 
Count “B.” sacking and burning his 
castie and carrying off his beautiful 
daughter. who in turn occupied sev- 
eral chapters with her ingenious at-

} Lamb, who, with the heroiem of a 
martyr, resisted all temptaticns to 
marry and devoted his gentie and 

lovable life te his sister Mary, who 

‘had inherited the family curse of 

insanity. 
The Lambs were poor and ob- 


-gcure. At an early age Charies and 


Mary were forced to support the 
family, as the father was insane and 
the mother a paralytic. Mary took 
what sewing she could get and 
Charies earned a scanty living with 
his pen. 

~ (Charlies Lamb was born in Lon- 
don, February 10, 1775. At 21 he 
showed symptoms of insanity and 
wae forced to spend some time in an 
institution. A few months after his 
release Mary, worn down to a state 
of extreme nervous misery by at- 
tention to needle work all day and 
by watching with her mother at 
night, broke into uncontrollable in- 
sanity and seizing a knife from the 
table spread for dinner, stabbed her 
‘mother through the heart. The Coro- 
ners jury brought in a verdict of 
lunacy. 

Mary was immediately put into a 
madhouse, but as she grew better 
Charlies exerted himself to have her 
released from confinement. He was 
forced to make a solemn agreement 
to make her his charge for life and 
to watch over her that she should 
do harm. 

Nowhere in the Ristory of the 
world is there such an instance of 
sisterly and brotherly devotion. 
Mary's insanity returned from time 
to time; during these periods she 
was again confined to an asylum. 
but her brother always eagerly re- 
claimed her as soon as she was bet- 
ter. -When she was returned to him 
he was almost happy again, in spite 
of the shadow called up by the 
memory of what had happened, as 
well as by the uncertainty of the 
future. 

His clerkship in the South Sea 
Biouse brought him #100 a year, and

desk. And when released from his 
labors he ran in hot haste to see that 
shé Was still safe. Many were the 
hand-to-hand encounters he had 
with her in her dangerous hours— 
but no murmur ever escaped his 

When she became very bad he 
took her back to the asylum. but 
he always eagerly reclaimed her the 
Moment she was better. 

With the curse of madness as the 
only inheritance from his family, he 
decided at an early age never to 
gerry. His biographers disagree 4s 
46 the identity of the woman he 
seems to have loved deeply; in his 
writings he speaks of her as Sweet 
Alice W—,” although many think 
that this was the fictitious. name 
given to Ann Simmons, a beautiful 
blonde. He loved her devotedly, but 
be accepted his fate with the cour- 
age and fortitude that characterized 
his whole pathetic life. They parted 
goon after he was 20, but he cher- 
ished her memory always. In a son- 
net he distinctly reveals his attach- 
ment to this “gentile maid,” with 
whom “in happy days” he had held 
free converse, days which, however, 
“ne'er must come again.” 

Miss Simmons some years later 
married a London pawnbroker, 
where, it is said, Lamb would wait 
for hours in front of the shop trying 
to get a glimpse of her. Another 
mame that had been linked with 
Lamb's is that of Hester Savory, al- 
though from his letter to Thomas 
Manning, he seems to have only been 
an admirer:

Hester was the daughter of Joseph 
Savory, a Quaker goldsmith in the 
Strand.

In 1802 she married 
Charlies Stoke Dudley, a merchant, 
and died less than a year later. 

Lamb's love affairs seem tame in 

comparison with his undying de- 
Sadlines to his afflicted sister. He was 
one of those silent heroes who have 
no monuments to commemorate 
their brave deeds; only the single 
stone that marks the final resting 
place of these two conveys the beau- 
tiful character of this man who 
gave so much and received so little. 

His one hope was to outlive his 
sister, but this was denied him. He 
left her well provided for. Lamb's 
greatest work is his “Essays of 
Ella.” Lamb’s “Tales from Shakes- 
‘penre” have probably been read by 
‘eas many children as the popular 
Grimm's Fairy Tales. This book was 
written by the brother and _ sister 
jointly. Charles Lamb died from a

Recruits and Funds Secured 
by Billboard Display. 


Credit for Success of Plan 
Due Sir Hedley LeBas ;

LONDON, July 2. — When the 
British government at the beginning 
of the war covered the billboards of 
the country with its now famous ap- 
peal for recruits, “Your King and 
Country Need You,” it embarked on 
an advertising campaign of such a 
nature and extent as has never be- 
fore been undertaken by any nation. 
This first advertisement has grown 
into scores, dealing with a wide field 
of subjects, from pleas for army vol- 
unteers and loans of money, to con- 


| @emnation of extravagance in the 


purchase of too many boots and 
stockings by my lady. It is said that 
there is scarcely a home in the Brit- 
ish Isles that has not been reached 
by some of the display advertise- 
ments which have been kept run- 
ning in 1500 newspapers and spread 
on myriads of billboards. After 
nearly two years of experiment offi- 
clals emphatically declare that it 
pays for a government to advertise. 
It is estimated by some that billions 
of dollars have been raised in loans 
in this way and that nearly 5,000,000 
recruits have been drawn to the col- 
ors by the printed appeals. 

To one man is said to belong the 
credit of originating and carrying 
out this novel and elaborate cam- 
paign. He is Sir Hedley LeBas, head 
of a large publishing house in Lon- 
don, who received his title recently 
as a mark of honor for the services 
which he had rendered his country. 
During an interview with a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press, 
Sir Hedley was asked how large a staff 
was required to conduct such a great 
business for the government. He 
smiled and replied: 

“In getting subject matter for the 
advertisements I have called on va- 
rious journalists and others for as- 
sistance. As to my regular staff, he 
is in the next room and I assure 
you he is a very busy young man.” 

It was Sir Hedley’s way of con- 
firming what had already been said 
by others—that the bulk of the work 
had fallen on his own shoulders. 
His personal business has to a large 
extent been turned over to other 
hands and he has been. devoting al- 
most his whole time to putting be- 
fore the public the telling advertise- 
ments which his training as a pub- 
lisher has enabled him to produce. 


MEAGER BEGINNING, 


It was some two years before the 
war began that Sir Hedley conceived 
the idea of advertising extensively 
for recruits. During a conversation 
with Col. (now Gen.) Seely, who was 
then Secretary of State for War, the 
colonel asked how Sir Hedley, as a 
former soldier and a business man, 
would go about to raise 35,000 re- 
cruits needed for the army. Sir Hed- 
ley instantly replied that he should 
advertise. The proposition was novel, 
but it interested the colonel, and ul- 
timately the recruits were advertised 
for with amazingly good results. The 
War’ Office was so pleased with this 
campaign that when the war broke 
out it was decided to advertise 
again and Sir Hedley was called 
upon to engineer the work. 

At first the advertisements were 
very conservative in tone and before 
Sir Hedley was able to broaden the 
scope of his work and get his new 
business on a “paying” basis he en- 
countered much opposition from 
many sources, not excluding mem- 
bers of Parliament. : 

“It was hard to bring the conserv- 
ative British mind to accept such a 
radical departure,” said Sir Hedley, 
in discussing this point. “Many de- 
clared that it was undignified for a 
government to advertise, and others 
who were willing to see some ad- 
vertising done held that the displays 


ij should be couched in the most digni- 


fied and stereotyped form. The idea 
of a government telling a woman 
that she was buying too many hats 
and expensive clothes—something 
which we have been doing recently— 
shocked them, but gradually we were 
given more leeway and the results 
have justified the course followed. 
My idea is to put out advertisements 
that have in them what you Ameri- 
eans call “punch.” Successful busi- 
ness men conduct their concerns that 
way. Why shouldn't a government 
do the same? 

“Another ground of opposition was 
that the expense of the work was too 
great. This claim was made by those 
who did not know the circumstances. 
As a matter of fact the cost has been 
comparatively small. Many of the 
newspaper proprietors have contrib- 
uted the space in their papers and 
owners of billboards have given us 
the use of them. The printing of 
the bills is done by the government 
printers and the cost is the mini- 
mum.”’ 

TELLING MOTTO. 


The advertising campaign for re- 
ecruits for the army was the first un- 
dertakhen. “Your King and Country 
Need You” met with instant suc- 
cess and gradually there followed a 
long line of more elaborate advertise- 
ments. Lists of questions were pro- 
pounded to men who had not en- 
listed, such as: 

“What will you say in years to 
come when people ask you ‘Where 
did you serve?’ in the great war. 
What will you answer when your 
children grow up and say: ‘Father, 
why weren't you a soldier, too?’” 

A unique advertisement was dis- 
played in Manchester. A map 
showing comparative distances from 
London of Ostend, Belgium, and 
some English towns was printed, 
and accompanying this map was the 
following: | 

“If the German army were in 
Manchester, every fit man in the 
country would enlist without a mo- 
ment’s delay. Do you relize that the 
German army is now at Ostend, only 
125 miles away—or forty miles 
nearer to London than is Man- 
chester? How much nearer must 
the Germans come before you: do 
something to stop them? The Ger- 
man army must be beaten in Bel- 
gium. The time to do that is now. 
Will you help? Yes? Then enlist 
today. God save the King.” 

Still another advertisement con- 
tained the following appeal to those 
who employed male servants: 

“Have you a butler, groom, chauf- 
feur, gardener or game keeper serv- 
ing you who at this moment should 
be serving your King and country? 


Have you a man serving your table 


who should be serving a gun? Have 
you a man digging your garden who 
should be digging trenches? Have 
you a man driving your car who 
should be driving a transport wagon? 
Have. you a man preserving your 
game who should be helping to pre- 
sefve your country? <A great re- 
sponsibility rests on you. Will you 
o country’s need? 
man to enlist today.” ee 
THE BEST “AD.”

is your ‘Best Boy’ wearing khaki? 
If not don't you think he should be?

Don’t pity the girl who is alone—her 
young man probably is a soldier, 
fighting for her and her country— 
and for you. If your young man 
neglects his duty to Ireland, the time 
may come when he will neglect you. 
Think it over—then ask your young 
man to join an Irish regiment today. 
Ireland will appreciate your help.” 

‘This appeal met with great suc- 
cess,” said Sir Hedley. ‘The young 
women flaunted these advertisements 
at the young men on the streets un- 
til in self-defense a stream of vol- 
unteers began to pour into the re- 
cruiting offices. It was a Plea which 
by its very simplicity and truth 
reached home.”’ 

From the campaign for raising re- 
cruits Sir Hedley turned to treasury 
advertising for the war loans. He 
submitted to Mr. McKenna, Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, a plan for a 
campaign. It was a radical venture 
for the Conservative treasury de- 
partment, but Mr. McKenna believed 
that it would pay and had the cour- 
age to approve Sir Hedley’s scheme. 
Vast sums have been needed and 
the advertisements have been made 
strong to meet the occasion. Business 
men have been appealed to with 
such crisp bits as: “Use your money 
to save the lives of the men who 
are fighting your battles.” and 
“Turn your sovereigns into soldiers.” 
Even the women who “have nobly 
helped the war in a thousand ways” 
have been asked to aid further by 
lending their money. 


YOUR PRICE. 


One advertisement which has at- 
tracted great attention is in the 
form of the following imaginary 
conversation between a civilian and 
a soldier, under the heading, “What 
is the price of one of your arms?” 

Civilian: How did you lose your 
arm, my lad? 

Soldier: Fighting for you, sir! 

ee I'm grateful to you, my

STRIKING DISPLAY. 


The recently-inaugurated plan 
whereby small savings may 
turned into war loans at 5 per cent. 
compound interest, 15 shillings anJ 
6 pence returning 20 shillings at 
the end of five years, has been ad- 
vertised: in many ways, the most 
striking displays being those point- 
ing out that 124 cartridges can be 
bought for 15 shillings and 6-pence, 
and that six hand grenades cost 
only 15 shillings. 

The advertising that has brought 
about the greatest criticism from 
the more conservative people is that 
condemning extravagance, it being 
maintained that it is beneath the 
dignity of the government to deal 
with such matters in this way. Many 
business men also are said to have 
attacked this campaign, for it was 
striking hari at their business. It 
was a delicate matter to handle, but 
Sir Hedley kept putting out his ads, 
with the result, he declares, that 
there has been a decided turn in 
favor of economy throughout the 
country. 

‘Ts dress extravagantly in war 
time is worse than bad form, it is 
unpatriotic,” is one of the sharp ex- 
hertations which have been hurled 
at the British public. Another poster 
reads: “New clothes should only be 
bought when absolutely necessary. 
and these should be durable and 
suitable for all occasions. Luxurious 
forms, for example, of hats, boots 
shoes, stockings, gloves ani veils, 
should be avoided.” Many other ad- 
vertisements have been put out 
along this line, but the gist of ther 
is given in the following: 

“You are helping the Germans 
when you use a motor car for pleas- 
ure, when you employ more serv- 
ants than you need, when you waste 
coal, electric light or gas, when you 
eat and drink more than is neces- 
sary to your health and efficiency. 
Set the right example, free labor 
for more useful purposes, save 
money and lend it to the nation and 

el our country.

All 
through the Sierra section the 
mountain quail and grouse season 
ig open from September on to De- 
cember. 
DISTRICTS DEFINED. 


Because of the difference in the 
breeding time of the deer, in mak- 
ing the districts, the dividing line 
Was taken through the counties in 
the western slope of the San Joa- 
quin Valley, following the State 
Highway over Tejon range north 
from the Los Angeles county boun- 
dary, taking a northwesterly course 
until due east of the lake, thence 
west, skirting the shores of Buena 
Vista Lake, and north to the.Kings 
county line. 

This leaves the seasons, roughly 
speaking, open on deer in the Coast 
counties from and including San 
Luis Obispo to and including Mendo- 
cino, inland as far as the ra- 
mento River, and the San Joaquin 
River down to the middle of Fresno 
county, from August 1 to the night 
of September 14, and everything in 
the State east of that not in district 
No. 4, mn August 15 for two 
months, d on mountain quail and 
grouse from September 1 to Decem- 
ber 1. The season on - mountain 
quail and grouse in the coastal dis- 
trict No. 3, west of this line, ig not 
open until October 15, so hunters 
had better familiarize themselves 
with it, ag the mountain game birds 
suffered so from snows last winter 
that they will not only be scarce, but 
will require extra effort to maintain 
a breeding stock against even the 
small amount of shooting allowed 
by law. 

WATCHING FOR VIOLATORS. 


The Fish and Game Commission's 
field deputies are keeping close 
watch on patrol for “‘sooners” in the 
deer country, and report more bucks 
in sight in the coastal district than 
last year. The Sierra section still 
carries the heaviest snows in many 
years. It is too late to speak intel- 
ligently of the deer conditions there 
other than to say that a great num- 
ber of deer were fed in the Owens 
Valley and brought safely through 
the winter notwithstan 
inch 
Lakes still are frozen, and it will be 
hard to do much above thel0,000- 
foot level for some time yet. The 
snow is staying on Mt. San Bernar- 
dino (Grayback) and San Gorgonio 
later than usual thig year even in 
the comparatively low near-by 


ranges. 

Trips up the Coast by boat during 
August will be unusually popular 
this summer, and many will motor 
up the coast highway to places from 
which deer can be reached, and shot 
before the law permits in Southern 
California. 

FAVORABLE CONDITIONS. 

Deer conditions have been very 
favorable in San Luis Obispo, Mon- 
terey and Santa Cruz counties. The 
mountain ranges in the eastern part 
of the coastal district are unusually 
well stocked with deér this season, 
following the curtailing of the sea-

RESCOTT (Ariz.) July 8.——“Stay, 
cowboy, stay.” 
Such is the invocation which 

has wrested from the hand of pass- 
ing time the Wild West frontier 
idays; such invocation which has 
preserved vitally than could be 
done in statue, print or story the 
very spirit which underlay the con- 
quest of the great Southwest. For, 
however grim and gaunt the struggle 
against the primal forces that hard- 
ened the mucles and built the granite 


At every railroad station and 
ranch for weeks beforehand the talk 
was all of “roping,” riding, “bulldog- 
ging” and broncho busting: and for 
hundreds of miles in all directions 
plans were made to leave the range 
and ranch in order to participate in 
ithe event.

“ The father, who was supposed to be 
dead, after deserting the child for six 
months, returned. Then some cousins, 
who hed at first refused to take the 
child, decide to have bim. All this hap- 
pened after we had had him long enough 
te think we could never get along with- 
out him. The attorneys who looked into 
the case told us when we took the boy 
that there was nothing in the way of 
adepting the child except waiting another 
six months, as the law here requires a 
year of desertion before adoption. 

“We were called into court several 
times, but every time the judge decided 
in our favor, and, after a terrible experi- 
ence in many ways, we secured the pa- 
pere. The father gave his consent. If

pitifully ‘Don't ever let anyone take 
me away!’ and his terrible fear of losing 


sus, with many nights of such terror te 


the bey that we hed to sit up with him 


and tell him he would always be our lit- , 


tle boy. our courage would have failed us, 
1 believe. 

“When the judge asked my husband 
if he was attached to the boy he said:

It is 
hard for me to believe that any one could 
love a child more than we leve our fine 
boy. He is almost the favorite of alli 
the children in our large circle of gela- 
tives. The boy is such a dear and my 
husband end I are alwaye planning ways 
of giving him a good time, as well as of 
educating him. There is so much more 


joy in living with this common interest 
to us, anc the boy fills a place that would 
aiways be vacant without him. 


“I wish every one without a child coulé 
know the joy of having an adopted one. 
It'a worth a thousand times over all the 
trouble, The hardest part to most pe. 
ple ie in making up their minds to take a 
baby. After having one a short time any | 
one would become so attached to it that 
they would wonder how they ever lived 
without it.
